The correspondence which we publish in this 
paper, was accompanied in the National Tntelli- 
gencer, with the following remarks :— 


From the National Intellizencer, May 21. 

The documents which will be found in our 
succeeding columns were published in a sup- 
plement issued on Saturday, and in that form 
transmitted to such of our subscribers as could 
receive them in anticipation ef this day’s paper. 

It will be learnt with surprise and regret, per- 
haps with stronger emotions, that these docu- 
ments, duplicates of those transmitted by the 
John Adams, comprize the whole of the official 
correspondence between our minister and the 
British government, touching the matter to 
which they relate. 

We have been induced from various sources 
to expect, for some time past, that Mr. Jackson 
would be recalled, and bis place supplied by a 
minister of rank and talents. ‘his expectation 
has derived strength not only from circumstan- 
ces which we have heretofore stated, but from 
declarations made on the floor of Parliament, 
from the language of the British Prints, and from 
the impression that exists in England, and which 
is evidently encouraged by the ministry, ‘hat the 
negociation in relation to American affairs, were 
progressing man amicable manner. Even in 
our last paper we published an extract of a leiter 
from an influential member of the British Parlia- 
ment, congratulating his correspondent ‘ on the 
generally received opinion of dispatches having 
gone forth in the frigate Adams that an amiica- 
ble outline tor a negociation between the Amer- 
ican minister and the Primier had been acjust- 
ed.” ; 

A reference to the extract of Mr. Pinckney’s 
letter to Mr. Sonith of the 2Ist of March will 





shew that after fully explaining to the Marquis 
of Wellesley the grounds on which he was in- 
structed to request the recal of Mr. Jackson, he 
“left him (to use his own language) with a per- 
suasion that we should have no cause to be dis- 
satisfied with the final course of his government 
on the subject of their conference.” ‘This con- 
versation, it was agreed by both, could only be 
introductory to a more formal p:occeding ; and 
Mr. Pinckney, in consequence of this under- 
standing, presented the official letter of the 2 

January—a letter remarkable not more for its 
candor and forbearance than tor the dignified 
moderation of its language. ‘To this letter, no 
doubt, after the oral communications which had 
taken place on the subject, Mr. Pinckney was in 
daily expectation of a reply, comporting with the 
declarations confidently made to him in conver- 
sation. ‘The reply, however, was not received 
until upwards of two montlis after the delivery 
of the letter to. which it iS iD answer; and, when 
received, so far from fulfilling the expectations 
which were encouraged, speuks a language to- 
tally incompatible with the amicable d:positions 
so lavishly professed. 

Whether we consider the letter of Marquis 
Wellesley in conneciion with his previous dee- 
larations, or view it as the act of the British gov- 
ernment, it is equally a source of unpleasant 
feelings. 

Instead of a prompt recal of Mr. Jackson, we 
are met With an assurance that his Majestv has 
“ been pleased to direct the return of Mr. Jack- 
son to England.” And, lest the American gov- 
ernment should infer that this direction to return 
proceeded from a conviction of the impropricty 
of his conduct; and his zeal, ability and so forth 
are highly applauded. 

Instead of another minister being sent out, as 
was promised, we are told that a sort of Charge 

es affuirs is to be appointed to ** carry on the 

ordinary intercourse.” Not only do we hear 
nothing of any minister sent out or authority Liv. 
en for the purpose of accounting for the disa- 
vowal of the arrangement with Mr. Erskine, but 
we are cxpressly given to understand that the 
person to whom Mr. Jackson is to deliver over 
the charge of his majesty’s affairs in America is 
only to “carry on the ordinary intercourse be- 
tween the two governments.” 

After what precedes it, we feel the less sur- 
prise at that passage of the letter which assures 
us, as an additional testimony of his majesty’s 
friendly disposition, that he is ready to receive 
any communication Which the government of the 
U. States may think proper to make. It was at the 
outset objecied to entering into negociation with 
Mr. Jackson, before his insulting conduct ren- 
dered a suspension of intercourse with him ne- 
cessary, that after the disavowal of an arrange- 
ment, entered into with an authorised agent of 
‘the British government and executed with good 
faith on the part of the States, he offered no ex- 
planation of the causes of it. He too informed 
our government that he was authorised to “ re- 
ceive and discuss propositions” after declaring 
that he had no proposition to make onthe subject 
of the orders in council, Jeceuse the government 
of the United States had already manifested its 
repugnance to the three conditions contained in 
the despatch from Mr. Canning to Mr. Erskine, 
Mr. Jackson was infoimed that an explanation 
of the d:savowal was expected, and replied that 
he was not authorised to make such explanation, 
but was ready to receive and discuss proposi- 
tions. Mr. Jackson is directed to return; no 
minister is sent out with ample powets to nego- 
ciate, as was to have been expected; but, as a 
proof of his majesty’s friendly disposition, we 
are presented with the same declaration, by the 
government of Great-Britain, that it is ready 
“to receive anv communication,” &c. as was 
mace in this citv by its minister last October 

No explanation is given of the disavowal ; it is 
not mentioned ; it 1s considered by the Marquis, 
perhaps, us leading to “a discussion Which 
might obstruct. the renewal of amicable inter- 
course between the two countries.” Meanwhile 
the outragze on the Chesapeake remains not on- 
ty whoHy unattoned ; but, after the refusal to 
carry into effeet one equitable agrcement on this 
subject, we ave told for our consolation that the 
British gavernment is ready to “f receive any 
communication” on that or any other subjeci— 
that is thai the party injured may make offers of 
negociation ! 

Without enumerating particularly the various 
causes of complaint the Uniud Sistes have a- 
gainst the conduct of the British governmen’, a- 
mong Wiich is the continuance, in its full ex- 
tent, of the impressiment of our citizens, on 
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, 
doubt ready to reeefve propositions, we will dis- 
miss this letter, after slightly noticing the very 
extraordinary passage which intimates Unt a 
formal complaint of the conduct of Mr. Jackson 
should have bevn made to his government prior 
to a suspension ef correspondence with him. 
This remark might have been more applicable, 
had M.. Jackson been ordered out of the coun- 
try, which course would probably have’been pur- 
sied by any government less characterised by 
moderation than that, of the United States. 
hut a milder course was pursued ; intercourse 
with him was suspended, and his recal requested 
it*a manner the most decorous. On this point 
it is unnecessary to refer to the law of nations ; 
common sense as well as the usage of nations 
point out the course pursued as the only one prep- 
cr under the circumstances. The American gov- 
ernment had no option but to have endured his 
taunts; to have received insults calmly in the 
face of the world, and to have continued the cor- 
respondence with him till his majesty’s opimon 
on the matter was learnt (which course the Mar- 
quis intimates should have been taken;) or, by 
at once refusing to receive further communica- 
tions from him. to shew that such conduct could 
not be endured by a government which under- 
stood what was due to itself. 

On taking into consideration the difference* be- 
tween the language of the itritish Mimster at 
different times, the question naturally presents 
itself{—To what cause is this change of scntiment 
attributable? 

When the first conference on the subject took 
place, and the Marquis professed his opimon ot 
the propriety of sending out another munistcr, ac- 
companied by sentiments in the highest degree 
conciliatory, he had before him the documents 
published ‘at the opening of the session of Con- 
gress, together with the President's message ; 
the resolution which originated in the Senate, 
with the discussion and prompt decision on itn 
that body, where Mr. Jackson met with no avow- 
ed defendérs ; and also the bill (which passed 
that body) to prevent the abuse of the privileges 
and immuntties enjoyed by foreiga ministers 
within the United Siates. But when, after wait- 
ing a sufficient time to receive further intelli- 
gence on the subject, he found a protracted and 
almost unexampled discussion of near three 
weeks had taken place on that resolution in the 
House of Representatives ; when he found the 
columns of the American prints occupied for 
weeks with debates on the subject; when he 
found Mr. Jackson’s conduct not only palliated 
and excused, but warmly defended on the floor 
of Congress, and that of the American govern- 
ment more strongly reprobated, his tone is chan- 
ged, and he deems it safe and politic to refrain 
from admissions, which had been so strenuously 
resisted by the advocates of his government in 
this country. However previously disposed, af- 
ter receiving this information, he became m a 
manner bound not to desert those in Us coun- 
try who had taken ground and maintaii.*d doc- 
trines which he himself had never dreamt of ; 
for, in his first conversation with Mr. Pinkney, 
he explicitly admitted that Mr. Jackson was in 
the wrong. 

Thus are we, once more, indebted to the vio- 
lent opposition of a class of our citizens to their 
own government, for an abortion of hopes, ra- 
tionally entertained, of steps that might have 
led to a cordial amity with the British govern- 
ment. We will not go so far as to say that it 
is certain; but we do affirm, that itis Aighly 
probable, that, but fer such opposition, the Brit 
ish government would have unqualitiedly recal- 
led Mr. Jackson, and have promptly substituted 
a successor of rank and talents, thus furnishing 
another opportunity of healing the existing dii- 
ferences between the two nations. What the 
final issue of this embroiled state of things. may 
be, We pretend not to perdict ; but of this we 
are coniident, a discerning people will ascribe 
to their true authors their existing wrongs, as 
well as those which may be yet in store. 

The following Remarks on the Remarks, are 
copied from the E. P. May 23 :— 

REMARKS. 

The above is taken from the last government 
paper, andas such willarrest attention. It now 
appears to be admitted, that instead of having 
* brought down Great-Britain wpon ber marrow 
bones ;” instead of receiving those acknowl- 
edgments from her of the impropriety of her 
intuster’s conduct, accompanied with assuran- 
ces that so far from permitting it to stand at all 
in the way of an amicable adjustment of all 
differences, she would make haste to recall 
this minister, and send out another of superior 
rank, a nobleman, to be sure, (which wonder- 
fully tickled their fancies) notone of these fine 
dreams have been realized. 

The great Secretary at Washington, is obli- 
wed to confess that the letter of Lord Wellesley 
gives the lie direct to his impudent Circulars in 
March last. It is clear that every sense of 
shame has departed from him, or he would 
have prevented, or at least delayed ss long as 
possible, the publication of the eaéra National In- 
teliivencer. 

No one ean be at a loss for an interpretation 
of Lord Wellesley’s Letter, which is studiously 
polite, and which as studtously and explicitly 
says: * You have acted inan irregular and un- 
precedented manner. Nevertheless, Mr. Jack- 
son shall return to England, because between 
states, not at war, such a step, When asked, is 
considered as a matter of course. But we con- 
cemn him not, because in this instance he has 
done no wrong, and has served well and faith- 
tully heretotore. He will leave “ a person”— 
(meaning a charge daffuirs_),to carry on the 
ordinary routine of business. You willbe at lib- 
erty to make, through that channel, what further 
overtures vou please, but you are not to expect 
none from us.” 

Thus ends the whole embroglio of the lies in- 
vented at Washingten in March last, and of the 
pretended basis of a negociation said to have 
been agreed upon in London, between Lord 
Wellesley and Mr. Pinkney. 

{it shall only be added, in ane word, that never 
since the commencement of the civilized world, 
was there exhibited a scene of more uninterrupt- 
ed blunders and disgrace, than have marked Mr. 
Madison’s. administration from its commence- 
ment to this hour. Ina single particular only 
has he been suceessful—that is in making dupes 
of the great body of the people. As tothe poor, 
pititul attempt in the above, to shift the odium 
of his measures from his own shoulders to those 
of the federal party in Congress and the federal 
prints, and to make them answerable to the peo- 
ple for the consequences, it is really beneath our 
contempt.

which has lately taken place between the See- 
retary of State of the United States, and Mr. 
Jackson, his Majesty’s civoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary 2t W ashington, it has 
unfortunately happened that Mr. Jackson has 
made it necessary that I should receive the com- 
mands of the President to request his recal, and 
that, inthe mean time the intercourse between 
that minister and the American governnient 
should be suspended. 

1 am sulle abet, my Lord, that I shall best 
consuatt vour Lordship’s wishes and the respect 
which Lowe to his Majesty’s government, by 
executing my duty on this occasion with perfect 
simplicity and frankness. fy instructions, too, 
point to that course as required by the honor of 
the two governments, and as suited to the con- 
fidence which the President entertains in the 
disposition of his Majesty’s government to vicw 
in its true light the subject to which they relate. 
With such inducements to exclude from Uns 
communication every thing which is not intt- 
mately connected mith its purpose, and, on the 
other hand, to set forth with candor and expli- 
citness the facts and considerations which really 
belong to the case, IF should be unpardonable if 
1 fatigued your Lordship with unnecessary de- 
tails, or affected any reserve. 

It is known to your Lordship that Mr. Jack- 
son arrived in America, as the successor of Mr. 
Erskine, while the disappointment produced by 
the disavowal of the arrangement of the 19th of 
April, was yet recent, and while some other 
causes of dissatisfaction, Which had been made 
to ussociate themselves with that disappoint- 
ment, were in operation. But your Lordship 
also knows that his reception by the American 
government was marked by all that kindness 
and respect which were due to the representa- 
tive of a sovereign with whom the United States 
were sincerely desirous of maintaining the most 
friendly relations. 

Whatever were the hopes, which Mr. Jack- 
son’s mission had inspireu, of satisfactorv ex- 
planations and adjustments upon the prominent 
points of ditterence between the two countries, 
they certainly were not much encouraged by the 
conferences, in which, as far as he thought prop- 
er, he opened to Mr. Smith, soon after his arri- 
val, the nature and extent of his powers and the 
views of his government. After an experiment, 
deemed by the government of the United Siaies 
to be suificient, it appeared that these conteren- 
ces, necessarily liable to misconception and 
want of precision, were not likely to lead to any 
practical conclusion. 

Accordingly, on the 9th of October, Mr. 
Smith addressed a letter to Mr. Jackson in 
which, afier stating the course of proceeding 
which the American government had supposed 
itself cnutled to expect from him, with regard 
to the rejected arrangement and the matters 
embraced by it, and after recapitulating what 
Mr. Smith believed to have passed in their re- 
cnt interviews relative to those subjects, he in- 
umated that it was thought expedient that their 
tuith r discussions, on that particular occasion, 
should be in writing. 

It is evident, my Lord, from Mr. Jackson’s re- 
ply of the 11th of the same month, that he re- 
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ceived this intimation (which, carefuily restrict- 
ed as it was, he seems to have been willing to 
understand im a general sense) with considera- 
ble sensibility. He speaks of it in that reply as 
being without example in the annals of diplo- 
macy; asa step against which it was fit to en- 
ter his protest ; as a violation in his person of 
the most essential rights of a public mimster; 
us anew difficulty thrown in the way of a resto- 
ration of a thorough good understanding be- 
tween the two countries. 

I need not remark to your Lordship that noth- 
ing of all this could with propricty be said of a 
proceedig, in itself entirely regular and usual, 
required by the state of the discussions to which 
only it was tobe applied, and proposed ina 
manner perfectly decorous and unexceptiona- 
ble. The government of the United States had 
expected from Mr. Jackson an explanation of 
the grounds of the refusal on tie part of his 
government to abide by Mr. Erskine’s arrange- 
ment, accompanied by a substitution of other 
propositions. It had been collected from Mr. 
Jacksen’s conversations, that he had no power 
whatsoever to give any such explanation ; or, in 
the business of the orders in council, to offer 
any substitute for the rejected agreement; or, 
in the affair of the Chesapeake, to offer any sub- 
stitute that could be accepted ; and it had been 
inferred, from the same conversations, that, e- 
ven if the American government should propose 
a substitute for that part of the disavowed ad- 
justment which revarded the orders in council, 
the substitute couid not be agreed to (if indeed 
Mr. Jackson had power todo more than dis- 
cuss it) unless it should distinctly recognize 
conditions which had already been declared to 
be wholdv inadmissible. To what valuable end, 
my Lord, loose conversations, having in view 
either no definite resuit, or none that was attain- 
able, could, under such circumstances and upon 
such topics, be continned, it would not be casy 
to discover ; and J think Tinay venture to assume 
that the subsequent writtci correspondence has 
completely shewn that they could not have been 
otherwise than fruitless, and that they were not 
too soon abandoned for that more formal course, 
to which from the beginning they could only be 
considered preparatory. 

After remonsirating against the wish of the 
American government to give to the further dis- 
cussions a written form, Mr. Jackson disposes 
himself to conform to it; and, speaking in the 
same letter of the disavowal of the arrangement 
of April, he declares, that he was not provided 
with instructions to explain the motives of it; 
and he secms to intimate that explanation 
through him was unnecessary, not only because 
it had already been made through other chan- 
nels, but because the government of the United 
States had entered inio the arrangement with a 
knowledge “ that it cond on/y iead to the conse- 
quences that actually followed.” In the conclu- 
sion of the fourth paragraph of the le ter he in- 
forms Mr. Smith, that the despatch of Mr. Can- 
ning to Mr. Erskine, “* which Mr. Smith had 
made the basis of: an official correspondence 
with the latter minister, and which hed been 
read tothe American rainister in London,” was 
the only despatch, by which the conditions were 
prescribed to Mr, Evskine tor the conctusion of 
an arrangement with the United States on the 
matter to which it related. . 

Mr Smith’s answer to this letter bears date 
the 19th of October; and I beg your Loulship’s 
permission to introduce from it the following

The course, which the government of the U- 
nited States adopied ov this painful occasion, 
was such aS at once demonstrated a Sincere re- 
spect for the public character with which Mr- 
Jackson was invested, anda due sense of its 
own dignity. Mr. Jackson’s conduct had left a 
fecble hope that further intercourse with him, 
unproductive of good as it must be, might still 
be reconcilecable with the honor of the Amcri- 
can government. A fair opportunity Was ac- 
cordingly presented to him ot making it so, by 
Mr. Smith’s letter of the Ist of November, of 
which I beg leave to insert the concluding par- 
agraph — 

“1 abstain, sir, from making any particular 
animadversions on several irrelevant and ini- 
proper aliusions in your letter, not at ali com- 
porting with the professed disposition to adjust 
in anamicable manner the differences unhappt- 
ly subsisting between the two countries.

and it Was plainly impossible that it shouid con- 
tinue. He was, therefore, informed by My. 
Smith, in a letter of the 8th of November, 
which recupitulated the inducements to this un- 
avoidable step, that no further communications 
would be rcceived from him; that the necess!- 
ty of this determination would without delay be 
made known to his government; and that, in 
the meantime, a ready attention would be given 
to any communication, afi-cting the interests of 
the two nations, througa any other channel 
that might be substituted. 

The President has been pleased to divect that 
I should make Known this necessity to his Ma- 
jesty’s government, and atthe same time re- 
quest that Mr. Jackson be recalled. And T am 
particularly instrucied to do this ii a manner 
that will leave no doubt of the undiminished de- 
sire of the U. States to unite in all the means the 
best calculated to establish the relations of the 
two countries on the solid foundations of jus- 
tice, of friendship, and of mutual interest. I 
am further particularly instructed, my Lord, to 
mae his majesty’s government sensible, that, 
in requiring the recal of Mr. Jackson, the Uoi- 
ted States wish not to be understood as in any 
degree obstructing communications which may 
lead to a friendly accommodation, but Uist, on 
the contrary, they sincerely retain the desire, 
which they have constantly professed, to txcih- 
tate so happy an event, and that nothing will be

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

By the arrival at this port of the ship Fair 
Heiien, Captain Ward, in 30 days from Liver. 
pool, London papers have been received at the 
otice of the Evening Post to the 21st of April, 
14 days the latest. From these papers we have 
made copious extracts. The accounts of the 
riot in London, occasioned by the com:nitment 
of Sir Francis Burdett to the Tower, occupies 
the greatest part of the columns of the late Lon- 
Sir Francis Burdett had served the 
speancr ot the House of Commons ana the Ser- 
jeant at Arms with notice of an action in the 
Court of King’s Bench, for an assault and false 
imprisonment, Mr. M’Kenzie and Mr D.ckn- 
sop lad saved, for the purpose of arranging an 
exchange of prisoners with the French sovern- 
ment—Accounts from Paris state, that Mons. 
Dumoutur, Whois to go as ambassador from 
France, is to use both promises and threats to in- 
duce America to make an alliance with France, 
and break off with England. A London paper 
of the 16th April states that a gentleman had ar- 
rived there trom Paris, which he left on the 6th, 
brining an official account from the American 
consiiate at Paris of Amencan vessels which 
have been confiscated or sequestered in the ports 
of France, Spain, Hotland, ftaly and Naples.— 
(The list wili be given in our next, amounting 
to 140.) General Armstrong had not left Paris 
on the 6th of April. American news to the 14th 
of March had been received in London on the 
12th of April. The ratsficction of the treaty of 
peace between France and Sweden was pro- 
clanned on the 8th at Gottenburghn. The bodys 
of Lord Collingwood was brought to Portsmouth 
on the 16th of Apri in the Nereus frigate, and 
was to be sent to Jondon in the same vessel. It 
was rumored tha: his Lordship’s remains were 
to be taid along with those of Lord Nelson. He 
vas succeeded in command in the Mediterra 
nean by Admiral Martin, until the arrival of Sir 
(© Cotton, who has been sent out to succeed to 
thathonor. A report was in circulation that the 
commander in chief, Sir David Dundas, had ten- 
dered his resignation—Lord Wellington is men- 
tioned as his successor. A London paper of the 
19th states, that Kine Louis arrived at Amster- 
dam on the )1th, and taat the greatest exeruons 
are made in the Dutch ports to fit out the na- 
val quota of mine sail of the line, six frigates 
and luv gun-boats, which Holland has under- 
taken to furnish in her late treaty with France. 
The coroner's inquest which sat on the body of 
Thomas Ebiall, shot by the soldiers in the late 
riots, bave found a verdict of murder against 
the military. Lhe following article is dated 
Banks of the Elbe, March 23.—“ Fourteen 
more American ships, with colonial produce, 
are lately arrived at Tonningen, but they have 
not vet obtained permission from Copenhagen 
to unload. Sir S. Romilly made a motion in 
the House of. Commons on the 16th of April, 
for the liberation of Mr. Gale Jones. On adi- 
vision, there appezred a majority of 48 against 
the motion, the numbers being, for it, 112, a- 
grainst it 160. A mecting of the electors of 
Westminster was held on the 17th of April, 
and a number of violent resolutions passed, ap- 
proving the conduct of Sir Fi ancis Burdett.

In the course 
of this mo.ning not even a foot passenger Was 
suffered in the space opposite ‘the Buronet’s 
house, which was thus jeft entirely to the mil- 
itary and the civil power. Th is state of 
things Sir Francis Burdett remained *at home 
all mht, and the S rjeant at Arms, Mr. Col- 
man, the Deputy Serjeant, Mr. Cler-entson, with 
the Messenvers, Wright, Jones, Skelton, Blake, 
&e. continued in Piecacdilly during the whote 
night, in order to execute the speaker’s war- 
rant. About eleven this morning was judged 
a favorable opportunity to make the attempt, 
and with that view they proceeded to his house, 
irom the Gioucester Cotiee-House. The doors 
and windows un the ground floor being secured, 
and there being no chance of admission in that 
quarter, a ladder was brought and placed a- 
gainst a window in the front dining-reom, on the 
first tioor. One of the Messengers of the 
House of Commons immediately ascended, but 
we ave inforined he was pushed. His party, 
however, being strong and well supported, they 
soon forced their way through the window, and 
took Sir Francis into custody. ‘The Baronet was 
overpowered by numbers. It would have bec n 
idle to have made any tarther resistance, and 
he was obliged to suvmit to force. A very low 
shabby-looking carriage Was in waiting: at the 
dour. Sir Francis was brought out and put in- 
to it, and the Serjeant at Arms, Mr. Colman, 
siept in after him.—The military force was now 
very sivong, aud became concentrated around 
the carriage, Which drove up - \bemarle-street, 
Bond-street into the New-Road, Mary-labonne, 
and along Finsbury, to the ower. “Two troops 
ot the Horse Guards preceded the carriage, 
and several of thein rode along side. A regi- 
ment of hght horse immediatcly followed the 
carriage, and the rear was brougit up by a ve-

y strong body of the Lite Guards. ‘The caval- 
cade, as it proceeded, excited wonderiul inter- 
est, und the crowd atiending it increased to suca 
an extent, that, by the time Sir Francis Burdett 
reached the Tower, the crowd had blocked up 
the Minorics, and all the streets in its vicinity, 
and it became mMpossidle for cart or carriage 
to pass. Ali the shops were shut, and ail busi- 
ness Was at astand—On the whole line to tue 
‘rower, the immense concourse of people in the 
rear continued shouting and hallooing, and the 
troops were hooted and insulted with abusive 
language by the populace as they passed, while 
prayers and praises were bestowed upon Sir 
Francis. The military bore the abuse very pa- 
tiently, although some of them appeared to have 
been maltreated, their clothes being bespatter- 
ed with mud; one of the guards suttered much 
in this way, his clothes were covered W ith mud 
and he was cut in the face. Besides the force 
that xecompanied Sir Francis Buidett, a regi- 
ment of the Foot Guards proceeded up ihe 
Strand, about hali past eleven, tor tuc ‘lower 
and every possible precaudon was taken to pre- 
vent riot and preserve the public tranquility.—
